I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1966. 

In  genera]  the  statistics  relating  to  health  show  little  variation 
from  those  of  last  year.  These  variations  are  too  small  to  have  much 
signi  ficance. 

Food  poisoning  was  more  than  usually  prevalent,  possibly  owing  to 
the  warmer  weather  early  in  th©  season,  Most  of  the  cases  occurred  in 
one  incident  though  nine  other  incidents  in  which  food  poisoning  was  sus 
pected  were  reported  to  the  Health  Departments  In  these  nine  incidents 
no  evidence  of  food  poisoning  was  found,  Most  of  them  were  probably  due 
to  a  virus  infection  which  is  spread  in  the  same  way  as  a  cold  or 
influenza. 

This  year  I  have  included  two  tables  relating  to  the  prevalence  of 
Venereal  disease. 

It  should  be  remembered  when  considering  these  figures  that  they 
will  include  a  number  of  patients  from  outside  this  area.  On  the  other 
hand,  they  relate  only  to  those  treated  at  the  Special  Clinic  and  do  not 
include  those  treated  by  Genera]  Practitioners. 

The  figures  are  therefore  mainly  of  value  in  comparing  one  year 
with  another.

REPORT  BY  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  FOR  19660 


Medical  Baths 

The  Establishment  continues  to  provide  a  service  for  the  administration 
of  skilled  physical  treatment  on  the  recommendation  of  the  general  practi° 
tioners  and  consultants  in  the  area.  Treatment  has  been  administered  to  men, 
women  and  children  in  all  walks  of  life,  but  the  bulk  of  the  work  done  being 
concerned  with  the  diseases  of  degeneration,  the  average  age  of  the  patients 
tends  to  be  somewhat  advanced. 


In  the  summer  season,  the  majority  of  patients  attending  are  visitors 
either  coming  to  Scarborough  to  combine  holidays  with  intensive  treatment, ' 
or  being  suddenly  affected  whilst  on  holiday  away  from  home,  are  abl©  to  get 
immediate  treatment.  An  extra  physiotherapist  is  employed  from  June  to 
September. 

The  fees  charged  are  within  the  means  of  all  classes  of  the  community 
and  the  continued  increase  in  the  numbers  of  people  participating  in  the 
various  Health  Insurance  schemes  indicates  a  continued  demand  for  treatment 
outside  the  National  Health  Service.

The  Water  Supply  of  the  Borough  of  Scarborough  is  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  quantity;  and  does  not  show  pi  umbosol  vent 
properti es. 


Bacteriological.  Tests 

A  total  of  393  samples  were  taken  from  the  distribution  system, 
(mostly  from  consumer  taps),  of  these  13  were  found  on  the  initial 
sampling,  to  be  unsatisfactory  but  on  subsequent  re-sampling  all  were 
proved  to  be  satisfactory*  In  no  case  was  there  any  indication  that 
the  water  supplied  was  anything  but  wholesome* 


Chemical  Analyses^ 

18  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis  during  1966* 

Total  hardness  of  Irton  Water  was  174  p.p.m.  of  which  approxi¬ 
mately  34*5%  was  permanent  hardness. 

Total  hardness  of  Cayton  water  was  264  p.p.m,  of  which  approxi- 
mately  28%  was  permanent  hardness. 

Mains  Supply 

Only  2  dwellings  within  the  Borough  do  not  have  a  mains  water 
supply*  This  is  due  to  topographical  reasons.  At  31st  December, 

1966,  a  total  of  15,367  dwel  1  inghouses,  flats  etc*,  were  connected 
to  the  mains.  It  is  estimated  that  a  population  of  7  has  not  a 
mains  water  supply,  the  rest  of  the  population  of  the  town  being  sup¬ 
plied  from  public  water  mains. 
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I  am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Engineer  for  the  following 
information  relating  to  Sewerage  and  Housing, 


(3)  SEWERAGE 

No  major  work  has  been  carried  out  on  trunk  sewers  during  the 
year.  However,  it  is  anticipated  that  work  will  start  during  1967

Seven  nurses  were  employed  full-time  and  four  part-time  in  the 
Borough  by  the  County  Council  on  Home  Nursing  duties.  Two  whole- time 
midwives  and  two  combined  duties  nurses  (i,e,  midwifery  and  home 
nursing)  were  also  employed  full-time. 

Health  Visiting 

Eight  whole-time  Health  Vi  si  tors/ School  Nurses  operated  in  the 
Borough,  their  duties  including  visiting  children  from  the  age  of  2 
weeks  until  15  years  of  age.  A  steadily  increasing  proportion  of  their 
time  is  spent  in  the  care  of  the  aged.  In  addition  they  attend  the 
various  clinics,  follow-up  notifications  of  infectious  diseases, visit- - 
ations  at  home  of  tuberculosis  patients, investigate  social  conditions 
relating  to  applications  for  service  of  Home  Helpss  boarding  out  of 
children  or  adoption  of  children.  A  nurse  is  also  employed  part-time 
for  the  domiciliary  visiting  of  diabetic  patients.

The  survey  of  houses  continued  during  the  year,  houses  in  cer- 
tain  streets  being  systematically  inspected  as  to  condition  of  repair. 
Notices  were  sent  to  owners  where  defective  structural  conditions  were 
found,  and  all  owners  were  informed  of  the  Improvement  Grant  procedure 
in  the  cases  of  houses  which  were  found  to  be  lacking  in  the  required 
amenities  »  a  bathroom  with  bath,  washbasin  and  internal  water  closet, 
a  hot  water  installation  and  a  foodstore.
